Specimen Q3034 consists'of a piece of metal pipe 
with attached pipe fittings. This specimen is consistent 
ih design with the barrel/action portions of the Q3032 
and Q3033 weapons. It was found that a .30-06 Sprin gfield 
caliber cartridge could be chambered in the 4 ^ 

specimen. Further# specimen Q3034 can be fitted into a ^ 
channel along one edge of Q3048. It is# therefolfe 
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that Q3048 was designed as a shoulder stock for a weapon 
similar in construction to the Q3032 shotgun. 

Specimen Q3041 is an improvised/homemade device 
which could be used as a signaling device or, if loaded 
with a projectile(s.), as a firearm. Q3041 consists of 
a short length of pipe attached to a pointed metal stake 
and filted with a spring-loaded striker/firing assembly. 

The metal"stake appears - to.have_been designed so that it 
can be pushed into the ground to stabilize the device. The 
striker assembly bears a short lanyard which can be used 
to trip the firing mechanism. Q3041 functioned as designed
